The Court having considered the Defendant’s oral motion to seal the court’s files in each of the 
Defendant’s cases, it is the ORDER of the Court, pursuant to Rule 123, Rules of the Supreme Court of Arizona, 
all case records in the above-entitled matters shall be open to the public, except those records closed by law , 
including, among other things: 

a) evaluations, psychiatric or psychological reports, medical reports, alcohol or drug 
treatment reports, social studies regarding Defendant or the victims in this matter; 

b) employee records, or human resources records, including any employee record 
regarding the Defendant is in this matter; 

c) juvenile records, as may be relevant to the victims in this matter; 
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d) such other court records as are excluded from review by the public. 

It is the further ORDER of the Court, pursuant to Rule 123(g)(l)(D)(ii)(a-h), Rules of the Supreme 
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Court of Arizona, restricting remote electronic access to the registered users of the general public. A 
registered user in the general public may apply to the Court for an order permitting access, and upon a 
showing of good cause, access may be granted. 
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It is the FURTHER ORDER of the Court, pursuant to Rule 123(g)(l)(E)(i), restricting remote electronic 
access to non-registered users in the general pubic to the following information: 

• party names 

• case number 

• judicial assignment 

• attorney names 

in the above numbered cases only. 

It is the FURTHER ORDER of the Court directing the Clerk of Court to not display minute entries, case 
records, audio or video data online, and the Clerk shall restrict any entry into the electronic record that violates 
this order. 

This Order shall not limit the public’s right of access to records otherwise available to the public, and 
that are not confidential, through the Clerk of Court.
